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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 59-71 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on November 
24, 2004. 

The traversal is on the ground(s) that no serious burden would be placed upon the Office 
and that the inventions are not independent. This is not found persuasive because a serious 
burden would be placed upon the Office due to the different classifications of the inventions. 
Further, the distinctness of the inventions renders them independent for purpose of restriction.
